CENSUS ENUMERATORS SENT TO CANADA 


Minneapolic People Said to Be Keeping 
Valuable Witnesses Out of the Wav. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., July 20.— [Special. 
Special Agent Boudinot has been telegraphe® 
from Washington to remain here to testify 
m the census-padding cases and he has 
wired Superintendent Porter to send coptes 
of his correspondence on the subject before 
Wednesday, when the case against Louis 
Hageman, the first of the enumerators ar- 
rested, comes to trial. Other arrests will 
follow this week as fast as the men can be 
found. Information comes from a reliable 
source that, with the aid and connivance of 
those who are soon to be prosecuted for con- 
spiracy, many enumerators had been quietly 
moved across the border to Canada, there to 
remain till the trouble is over. When the 
charges were first made and the enumera- 
tors arrested there was a great tumult and 
many an enumerator quaked in his boots, 
though in public he put on a bola front. Two 
weeks ago several members of the Minne- 
apolis Business-Men’s Union put their heads 
together and as a result each enumerator 
was suppiied with $25 and a ticket to Can- 
ada. They lost no time in going. 
As long as the money lasted the 
enumerators wore happy. The extra 
ditfon treaty with Canada covered nothing 
like census frauds and they were safe. 
But the question ot finance came up and they 
used what little money they had remaining 
in telegraphing for more funds. None came 
and tgey began to threaten that unless their 
expense money was kept ready they would 
return and give up everything. It was ves- 
terday decided in Minneapolis to raise the 
money and for the present at least to keep 
them safe in the Queen's Dominion. 


AFTER THE CANADIAN TIMBER THIEVES, 


The United States Government Preparing 
t Pat a Stop to Their operation. 

Sr. Pav, Minn., July 20.—[Speciat.]—The 
lumber steal ene by Canadians along the 
norchern border of Minnesota has become so 
extensive that the Government has concluded 
to put a stop to it. A large expedition headed 
by four agents will leave Duluth about Aug. 
1 and will bead in a northwesterly direction, 
its destination being the western portion of 
Rainy Lake. The four offiversof the law 
and the Interior Department will be instruct- 
ed to continue their work as far as in their 
judgment it seems best, and no time is fixed 
for their return. Tue expedition was de- 
cided on by the heads of the Interior 
and War Departments after examination of a 
report by a special agent who made a trip 
along the northern boundary of the State. 
He reported that on the Big and Little Rainy 
Rivers great quantities of logs were being 
run into the lake and across to the Canadian 
bordef. These bad been cut from Govern- 
ment land. The work was being carried on 
under the direction of Canadian tumber 
firms, and was performed by Canadian half. 
breeds and by some of the dwellers on this 
side of the line, who were probably not 
aware that they were engaged in a fraudu- 
lent overation. The special agent estimated 
that in these two rivers there were 75,000,000 
feet of logs, and perhaps as much more was 
bemg got away with at other points along 
the poundary line. An effort will be made to 
secure this in the name of the Government, 
and as soon as the logs have been found by 
the agents and branded with the Government 
stamps, which the agents take with them, 
they will be beid at all hazards.

This 
continual desecrawon of the Sabbath will be 
disastrous. It is God's law. Who will suffer 
most when the judgment comes! Those who 
are chosen to execute the law and those who

The 
thief must have been thoroughly familiar 
with the premises or else was skilifuily 
posted by a confederate. It was thougnt that 
possibly the missing articles had been mis- 
laid, but the family say that the premises 
have been searched thoroughly and no trace 
of the missing property can be found.

/RICH TIN MINES IN CALIFORNIA. 


An English Syndicate Hopes to Work 
Them with Great Profit. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 20.—[Special.]— 
From present indications California will 
have in the near fut@e a new industry, 
rivaling in importance even the taking of 
gold from the bowels of the earth. Tne new 
industry is the mining at great profit of tin 
ore near San Jacinto, San Bernardino 
County. Twenty-sevén years ago tin de- 
posits were found in this neighborhood, but 
the vaiue of the discoveries did not seem to 
be appreciated. In fact little is known-in 
this country about miming and working tin 
ores. Negotiations have just been concluded 
whereby the San Jacinto un mines will 
pass into the hands of an Englisn 
syndicate with large experience in the treat- 
ment of these ores, and these men, who owa 
tin mines near Swansea, Wales, pronounce 
the California ores nearly three times as 
rich as the Welch ores they have been oper- 
ating with fair profit. The formation of the 
country where the mines are situated is sim- 
ilar to that where the best tin mines exist. 
Within the radius of afew miles there are’ 
over fifty veins bearing ore. Experts say 
the ore has all the characteristics of a per- 
manent deposit. The treatment of tin ores 
is in many respects like that given silver- 
bearing lead ores. The high price prevailing 
for tin will make this a most valuable indus- 
try for the State, and the railroad now run- 
ning in the vicinity of the mines makes 
transportation easy.

MISCELLANZOUS NEWS FROM MEXICO. 


An Extension of Time Granted Edison’s 
Agent to Complete His Contract. 

City or Mexico, July 20.—The Govern- 
ment has granted Mr. Peniche, representing 
Edison, an extension of six months to estab- 
lish a postal phonograph system. 

The representative of the Spanish Trans- 
atlantic Steamship Line has informed the 
Government here that all the company’s 
steamers coming from Spain are fumigated.

The National and Central 
raiiroads have each ordered ten Baldwin lo- 
comotives. 

Arrangements have been made for the pay- 
ment of the Government debt to the Senora 
railway in installments of $30,000 monthly 
the first payment to be made Aug. 1.

EXTENSIVE MACHINE WORKS DESTROYED. 


The Establishment of J. C. Todd at Pater- 
son, N. J.. Borned. 


Paterson, N. J., July - The extensive 


machine works of J. C. Todd, one of the old- 


est manufacturing establishments in this 
city, was destroyed by fire early this morn- 
ing, entailing a loss of about $150,000. The 
fire is believed to have been of incendiary 
origin. The Todd machine works was the 
principal establishment in the United States 
for making hemp and rope machinery. 
CorninQ, Ia., July 20.—[Speciai,}— The ele- 
vators of Farrington & Reynolds were near- 
ly destroyed by fire tonight. The contents 
were chiefly baled hay. The buildings were 


insured, but the contents were not. 


PuHiLapDELPuia, July 20.—The Slope House 
at Short Mountain Colliery, Lykens, Pa., was 
entirely destroyed by fire today. Loss. $50,- 
000; covered by insurance. The destruction 
of this building will throw several hundrea 
men out of employment for some months. 


DEATH OF A HERO IN A HOTEL FIRE, 


John Johnson Suffocated After Saving 
More than a Dozen Lives. 

Denver, Colo., July 20.—[{Special. ]—John 
Johnson, a hod-carrier, was this morning suf- 
focated in the Commercial Hotel. There 
were over 100 people in the piace when a 
disastrous fire broke out at 4:10 a. m., and 
firemen found it impossible to get into the 
place. Johnson ran in the burning building 
and carried out a dozen girls. He then en- 
terea a room in which two drunken men 
slept and, after arousing them, was over- 
come by heat and fell to the floor. He 
crawled under a bed in the ding smoke 
and was badiv burned before death ensued 
from suffocation. C. J. Hoffman will die of 
injuries received and Rondo Landon, who 
jumpea out of a window, is seriously injured. 
The financial loss is small, but about twenty 
people were more or less burned. Johnson, 
the hero who lost his life, formerly lived 
somewhere in Pennsylivania.

RECEIVER GILBERT A SHAW. 


His Appointment Satisfactory to the Park 
National Bank People. 

Gilbert B. Shaw, whose appointment by the 
Controller of the Currency as receiver of the 
defunct Park National Bank, which was an- 
nounced in yesterday morning’s TrIBuNg, is 


Trust company, No. 215 Dearborn street, Ed- 
son Keith being Vice-President of the insti- 
tution. Mr. Shaw was indorsed tor the re- 
céivership at the joint meeting of tne direct- 
tors and depositors recently held at the 
Palmer House. Asis bis custom Mr. Shaw 
left the city Friday evening to spend Sunday 
with his famuy at Geneva Lake. Those 
conversant with the affairs of tne bank and 
the appointment of Mr. Shaw assert that he 
will assume charge of the defunct instito- 
tion this morning and immediately proceed 
to straighten out its complex affairs. 

Charles H. Tebbetts, one of the directors of 
the Park National Bank, was seen yesterday 
afternoon and advised of the appointment of 
Mr. Shaw, of which he had not heard. Mr. 
Tebbetts said: I am glad to bear it. I was 
about to pay a visit to Mr. Sturges on the 
North Side to see if he had any information 
upon the subject. Mr. Shaw is the man | 
wanted to see appomted, and his ap- 

jlatment would tikely have followed the 

almer House meeting, in so far as 
our recommendation could influence 
it, but for the hope and belief that certain 
capitalists could be induced to carry the 
bank through the emergency. That faiiing, 
the appointment of some one became a neces- 
sity ic order to coliect the paper aiready 
overdue. I repeat what Ihave said before, 
that but for this unnecessary ag:tation as to 
alie irregularity in tne conduct of tlie 
bank, we would have had our doors open and 
been doing business at the old stand. We 
had two persons entirely willing to take the 
bank and adjust its affairs to the satisfaction 
of the depositors paying them doliar for dol- 
lar although the steckholders would have 
had to relinquish their holdings at a loss 
of 50 cents on every dollar, which 
they were willing to do in the inter- 
est of the depositors. But these re- 
ports that the floating paper of tne 
bank was worthless dissuaded these men 
from investing and the receivership natural- 
ly resulted. Now, as a business proposition, 

am confident we shall make more money 
outof the receivership as against the com- 
plete surrender of our stock to these two 
capitalists I have mentioned and I am, wmere- 
fore, glad that Mr. Shaw has been appointed. 
Had we sold to whe capitalists we would have 
lost 50 cents on the doilar—that was their 
margin for stepping into the breach—where- 
as 1 am most positive we shall not in any 
event lose more than 25 cents on the dollar. 
I believe ail the outstanding paper can be 
collected, and; if so, we shall lose nothing; 
if it is not all collected we may lose 25 cents 
on the dollar, which is better than 50 cents.“ 

“ Then you do not believe these reports as 
to the mismanageinent of the bank, or rather 
the diversion of its funds!“ 

“No, sir, 1 do net believe them. There 
may have been a loan here and there which 
proved unprofitable to the bank, but they 
were the exception, mot che rule. We are 
Uable to err in an investment. The bank 
was organized and conducted to make 
money, as all banks are, and the investment 
of its funds had that object in view. People 
informed as to the true assets of the bank 
are not afraid of it. Let me give you an m- 
stance: There is something like $54,000 
of re-discounted paper at the American 
National Bank, every dollar of which is be- 
ing paid as fast as it matures. 1 don’t think 
over $6,000 of it remains unpaid, and that will 
be paid just as soon as it matures. This is 
evidence that the paper of the bank was able 
to float in the market. It demonstrates that 
financial people had confidence in the bauk’s 
paper. The depositors will receive their 
money in full within the time prescribed by 
law. 0 

J suppose Mr. Shaw will take the papers, 
books, and assets of the bank over to his own 
bank and conduct the receivership from 
there. He will likely qualify Monday, the 
bond required being only nominai—some- 
thing like 880,000.“

Cierra Town Board Meeting.

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EFFEOCTs OF THE SILVER BILL, 
The Operation of the New Law Will Be 
Felt in the Speculative Markets When 
the Secretary of the Treasury Begins 
His Monthly Puarchseses of 4,500,000 
Ounces of Silver—How Wall Street Ke- 
gards the Chicago Stock-Yards Securi- 
tlee—On the Foreign Exchanges. 

New York, July 20.—[Special.]—The Times 
says: Tue Silver bill a law last 
Monday. Because the stock market remained 
dull some people seem to have an idea that 
as a bull influence silver legislation is a de- 
lusion. But the market is likely to be quiet 
at this time under any circumstances. If 
prices had jumped on the bill being signed 
by the President, it would have been only® 


from speculative onerauons in anticipation 
of its results. Now about all that could be 


got out of the general market on that basis 
was taken out by the advance in May. The 
passage of the Silver bill thea seemed only a 
ques uon of a week or ten days, and prices 
advanced in anticipation of it. It took a 
much longer time than had been expected for 
the measure to become a law, when it 
did a speculative torce, based purely on an- 
ticipation, had been exhausted. What i- 
market waits for now is effects, Some of 
the effects of the operation of the law must 


when the Treasury Department begins to 
buy its 4,500,000 ounces of silver and issue 
the new notes for it. Meantime our ex- 
ports of silver have been resumed. hen 
the price of the metal first rose in this 
market we ied London, and the 


dealers, who only ask or Xk 
per cent profit to trade on, imported some 
silver. Thereupon fears were expressed tnat 
Europe would flood us with its cheap silver, 
though where the dealers on the owner side 
were to get it, seeing they bad to buy from 
us always, did not appear. A few weeks of 
these operations sufficed to sweep the Eu- 
giish market bare of such loose silver as 
could be bought below the New York price, 
and now London is buying again at our price, 
which, instead of 97 cents as it used to be, is 
from $1.08 to $1.10. 

The highest price of silvér the last week 
was 110. At this figure realizing sales by 
some banking-houses which had bought when 
the price was below 104 caus d a decline of a 
point or two, but the quotauons were rising 
again under yesterday’s baying. 

The Courts and the *ugar Trust. 

Silver and sugar have been almost the only 
objects of interest. Friday the general term 
banded down its decision affirming tne posi- 
tion taken by the wig! for the trust, that 
the receiver for the North River company, 
one of the trust corporations, had no power 
or right of possession im respect to any of the 
other properties of the trust. He had 
asked to be 8 receiver for all, 
and Judge O’Brien had granted an 
injunction restraining the trust from trans- 
ferring any of ite assets pending the deter- 
mination of the question. is injunction 
operated awkwardly for the trust. The 
Court of Appeais had decided that the organi- 
zation was in form illegal and by implication 
pointed out now it could be made legal. The 
trustees desired to actin accordance with this, 
but they wer bound hand and foot by the in- 
junction. ey could neither go backward 
nor forward. Against the shackles which 
Judge O’ Brien’s injunction put on the trustees 
their lawyers appealed, and the general term 
struck them off. The decision leaves the 
trustees free to reorganize the property on a 
legal basis, at the same time it vindicates 
the position of the opponents of trusts. The 
courts say in effect: Vou can’t make trusts 
in this State. Union of business interests 18 
right and commerciaily necessary. The iaw 
permits it under specified conditions. You 
must act in accordance with that law.“ 

The decision of the general term, it may be 
noted, has a literary merit all too rare in 
legal literature. It is brief, clearly expressed, 
and to the point. The awiul masses of verb- 
iage constantiy dumped oa the publie from 
bench and bar, through whose involved and 
obscure sentences the exasperated reader 
searches anxiously for the thought the legal 
luminary supposed be was expréssing, makes 
one often wish that part of a legal education 
was some training in writing plain English. 

It was a little remarkable that sugar stock, 
which has usually responded promptly in the 
market to favorable news, should on this 
occasion have acted differently. It went up 
some points before the decision came out, 
then fell bauk again, rose when it was an- 
nounced, but seemed to lack sustaining 
force. After opening high yesterday morn- 
ing it receded. It was plain there were no 
buying orders from the inside. The usual 
propelling force was lacking. For some 
cause the insiders appeared uhwilling to buy 
— stock. The reason will probabiy appear

Tur census returns show that four cities in 
the United States have each a population of 
900,000 or over, while no other city in the 

Union rises to the dignity of half a million 
souls. Does not tnis indicate for the long 
future, if potfor all time, that these cities 
are to constitute the Big Four of the Nation? 
Some of the rest are growing, but it does 
not seem probable that they will do so at a 
rate sufficient to carry them up to an equality 
with the smallest member of the grand 
quadripartite assemblage of which Chicago 
forms the focus, while the other three oc- 
cupy places on the curve. Every 
country that is old enough to have a 
bistory has exhibiced a tendency to 
the building up of two or three leading cen- 
ters, and in many cases there have been two 
—one near the sea and the other far inland. 
The nistory of this country bas advanced 
sufficiently to show that Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, New Orieans, and San Fran- 
cisco cannot hope to rival New York, and 
that none of the interior cities stand a 
chance of running neck and neck with Chi- 
cago. Some others may exhibit yet a phe- 
nomenal increase similar to that of Chicago 
in certain stages of its growth, but it can 
be only as subsidiary aggregations of popula- 
‘tion and activity, not as the leading cities of 
the Nation. 


THE BUSINZSS SITUATION. 

Midsummer has brought to the commercial 
world littie of the dullness that is usually as- 

sociated with the season. Itis true that the 
speculative markets were lifeless during the 
week, but within the bounds of commercial 
trade there is manifest little of the slacken- 
ing thet usually comes with the ‘summer 

‘heat. The activity is notably pronounced in 
Chicago. The local bank clearings here for 
last week were 9 per cent in exceas of those 
ot a year ago. it will be remembered that 
the clearings for the first six montbs of 
1890 indicated a phenomenal activity, and 
it is surprising to find tnat large as were the 
clearings for the first six months the daily 
average since July 1 has been considerably 
in excess of the daily average for the half 

Fear. Remembering, too, that heavy Stock 

Exchange transactions materiaily swelled 
the average for the half-year period, and 
that the clearings since July 1 have received 
but trifime merease from that source, it will 
be seen that just at the time when midsum- 
mer duliness might be expected to be the 
most pronounced the commercial business of 
the city is exceeding largely the average of 
the first six months of the year. 

A close money market is still hanging heav- 
ily over the Stock Exchange and has cast a 
shadow, though as yet a light one, over man- 
ufacturing and mercantile 
stringency bas been biighting to business at 
the Steck Exchange, and has been made 
doubly serious by the policy of the banks to 
give all other lines of business the preference 
in making loans. If the condition of the 

money market be such that some branch of 

business must be discriminated against their 
eourse is a conservative and probably a wise 
one, but if it be merely an attempt to sup- 
press what the bankers consider a too ex- 
uberant speculative spirit the effort may 
be carried too far easily. 

There is a strong feeling which is by no 
means confined to the members of the Stock 
Exchange that the present condition de- 
mands an increase of banking facilities and 
that it offers an exceptionally profitable op- 
portunity to outside capital to come in. 

A comparison of our banking facilities with 
those of Eastern cities offers much io indi- 

cate that there is room for profitable expan- 
sion here. The surplus and capital of ine 
banks of New York equal 30 per cent of the 
deposits. In Boston they are 4 per cent. In 

Philadelphia 36 per cent. The capital and 

surplus of the National banks of Chicago are 
only 23 per cent of the deposits. Such 

_couiparisons may be made in a 
dozen ways, and all will indicate that 
the banking facilities offered here do not 
compare well with those of other large cities, 
while the intense commercial activity that 1s 
under way here would warrant business-men 
in expecting at least as ample accommoda- 
tions as other large cities offer. The points 
are not all in favor of capital rushing into new 
bunkiag enterprises here, however. _The rec- 
ord of new banks started within the last few 
years has not been pleasing wholly, though 

the answer to that may be that the situation 
ada not then demand them as it does now. 
It can by no means be assumed that our 
banking facilities have not grown as the 
city bas increased in commercial importance. 
Waile the numoer of banks in the Clearing 
House bas increased only from seventeen to 
twenty-one in the last ten years the capital 
and surplus of those combined banks have in- 
creased from $11,288,000 to $26,598,000, depos- 


speciaity of Stock Exchange business are what 
is asked for most urgentiy, but where a bank 
doing a business of exclusively loaning on 
securities would get its deposits from is not 
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the field an attractive one to financiers, and 
there is good promise that the public will be 
kept supplied witn a steady flow of indus- 
trial stocks as Jong as it thirsts for that form 
of investment. 


THE ILLINOIS SENATORS AND THE WOOL 
SCHEDULE. , 

The Senators from this State have had suf- 
ficient time to acquaint themselves with the 
effect which the increased duties imposed on 
wool and. woolens by we McKinley bill will 
haveon their constituents. One of them 
hvesin the agricultural County of Sanga- 
mon; the other in the manufactur ug and 
commercial County of Cook. Senator Cul- 
lom ought to know. how these higher du ties 


will act on farmers; Senator Farwell should 


know bow they will affect workingmen and 
clerks. 

Senater Cullom knows that there are some 
sheep in hishome county—not quite 14,000. He 
is told by the McKinleyites that if their bill 
passes the price of the fleeces of these sheep 
will be increased two cents a pound, or $1,280. 
But if the Senator will ask the three or four 
hundred men in his county what they think 
of this handsome addition to their revenues 
they will tell him that there must be some 
mistake about it, for in spite of the progress 
made by the McKinley bill in Congress their 
wool is selling for less than it brought last 
year. They will tell him also they know 
the reason why--that it is not because 
of the competition of wools from Tur- 
key, Syria, Egypt, or South America, 
which are unlike those they grow, 
but because of the competition of wools 
similar to theirs grown on the warm dry 
lands of the semi-arid regions of the Far 
West, where land, labor, and the expense of 
feeding the sheep are much less and where 
they are free from disease. 

But even if Senator Cullom’s Sangamon 
County farmers were to get this $1,280, how 
would the County of Sangamon as a whole 
be benefited? It has 60,000 people. The 
heavier duties of the McKinley bill would 
add a hundred millions to the total bill of the 
country for all kinds of woolen goods, That 
is about a dollar and a half per head, or $90,- 
000 for the residents of Sangamon County. 
As acommunity they would be out of pocket 
$88,720 by the McKinley monstrosity. Does 
Senator Cuilom think he would be dealing 
fairly by his neighbors and friends if he sad- 
died such a tax on them? 

With Senator Farwell the problem is a sim- 
pler one. He bas no sheep to care for. . They 
do not cut much of a figurein this county. 
There can be, therefore, no gains to his peo- 
ple, uo matter how slight, because of a pos- 
sible higher price of wool. There can be 
only losses because of the higher price of 
woolens. There are in this city 1,100,000 peo- 
Their bill for woolens by McKinley’s 
measure would be increased $1,660,000. There 
is nothing in the McKinley bill which will in- 
crease the wages of Chicago workmen. 
Woolen clothes they must have, owing to the 
climate. As their price goes up they will, in 
order to get them, have to do without sume- 
thing else. As they are complaining often 
that they do not get enough to live on com- 
fortably now, how will they like this attempt 
to add to their expenses? 

if the two Llinois Senators have found any 
justification for these higher wool and wool- 
ens schedules they have kept it to them- 
selyes. The presumption is, therefore, that 
they do not see how their constituents can 
be benefited, and consequently will use their 
influence against a bill which bears down on 
them so heavily. it would be strange, in- 
deed, if they, elected to look after the in- 
terests of the people of the State of Dlinois, 
were to vote for a measure which wherever 
it gave. them 10 cents took back a dollar. 
Sena‘ore Cullom and Farwell were not sent 
to Washington to legislate for Onio raisers 
of biooded rams, and they will not be fooled 
into doing it. 


THAT COILED SPRING. 

A wound-up watch-spring is placed in a 
powerful acid and allowed to remain there 
till its elasticity is lost. An uncoiled spring 
is subjected to precisely the same treatment. 
Other things being equal thére is no appre- 
ciable difference between the two results. 
The first total of spring and its acid solution 
contains no more energy than does the second. 

The proposition is an exceedingly simple 
one and to the ordisary mind may seem un- 
important, yet the question implied in it is 
attracting much attenuon and threatens in 
the near future to agitate the scientific world 
if not to revolutionize its philosophy. It was 
propounded a few weeks ago, has not yet re- 
ceived an answer, and possibly the debate to 
which it has given rise will not be term 
nated in many years. The statement in- 
volves a vast deal more than appears on its 
face. It menaces the philosopher with a 
similar uilemma to that which stared in the 
face the colored preacher who said that 
“Two more such questions as that would 
spoil all the feology in the universe.“ 

The doctrine of the conservation of force 
is not an old one, but is so generally ac- 
cepted now by scientific men that to doubt it 
is to lay one’s self open to the charge of her- 
esy. A century ago the French mathema- 
ticians traced out certain relations which to 
their satisfaction proved that certain com- 
ponents of force in the solar system have 
always the same value. The alieged prin- 
viple was subsequently expanded into the 
statement that the vis viva (living force) of 
the whole universe is a constant quantity, 
being the same in amount through all the 
ages which make up our conception of eter- 
nity’ The doctrine was placed promingptly 
before American readers about a quarter of 
a century ago in a work called The Con- 
servation of Forces.” It was in effect that 
not an ota of force is ever lost. 
The attraction oof gravitation was 

found to be the sole cause of 
the phenomena of light, heat, electricity, 
magnetism, and the force manitested in the 
chemical movements of atoms to form new 
compounds from old onesor their return 
from complicated to more primitive combi- 
nations, The manifestauon of the force may 
change from the motion of molecules or atoms 
to that of larger masses, or the contrary, but 
nothing can be lost. The most recent exten- 
sion of the doctrine is found in the statement, 
which ail the mathematical astronomers seem 
to accept, that there is a similar intercom- 
municability between revolution in the ordit 
and rotation on the axis in the case of the 
planetary bodies, by which the I¢ngth of the 
day is clumed to have a well denned rela- 
uon to the distance of the earth from the 
moon. 

It ia. however, open to serious question if 
any amount of mathematical or other reason- 
ing can show that the force expended i n coil 
ing the referred to is not a lost 
quantity. So far as can be traced it has 
vanished forever. There is not a single iota 
of toros left in the solution which 
be found in that left after 0

modern conceptions of space and time the 
period may justly be called an eternity! May 
we not be on the eve of the announcement of 
anew philosophy which will prociaim the 
Ute ot a human being to be an epitome of the 
existence of a universe? The vital force of 
the man seems to renew itself day by day 
and year after year, even increasing in phys- 
ical and mental power during a part of its 
existence, but it is now known to be none 
the less true hat Every year and every 
day we're traveling to the grave,” May not 
the experiment with the coiled watch-spring, 
simple as it is, lead to a chain of reasoning 
that shall prove this to be true of the uni- 
verse as a whole, and that our conceptions 
of the conservation of force are faulty in the 
same way as would be the supposition that 
a small part of a big curve is a straight 
line! 


AN ALLEGED “FORCED LOAN.” 

A .Washington dispatch of Democratic 
origin makes a remarkable statement to the 
effect that the Government will next month 
run in dept to the amount of $60,000,000 and 
will cover the sum by a forced loan: 


The 14th day of August the indebtedness of the 
United States will be inoreased b — 2 $60, - 
000,000, and the books of the United Siates 
Treasurer will show actually such increase. Un- 
der the specious argument of releasing that 
amount ot money and putting it into circulation. 
Congress has been compelled to make this forced 
loan. The plausible statement that it wit] avpid 
adeficitin the Treasury is answered instantly 
by the undeniable fact that every dollar of it be 
longs to private citizens of the United States, to 
whom the entire amount will have to be paid. 
The payment of interest on the bondsof the 
United States is not more solemniy assured. 
Therefore mne amount, whether 50,000, 00 or 
$60.000,000, will be just so much actual increase 
of the debt of the Government. - 


Technically ſt may appear on the books 
that the Government has increased its debt, 
but in fact it will not be a dollar poorer or 
richer in consequence of the transfer to the 
general account of the Treasury of the money 
now held in a special fund for the redemp- 
tion Of National bank notes. This money 
will be paid out of the Treasury for current 
expenses or used in buying bords, and the 
actual result which the country will feel and 
appreciate will be an increase in the cur- 
rency to the extent of over $50,000,000, To 
say that the Government will go into debt or 
resort to a forced loan in making this change 
is misleading and absurd. The Government 
does of course take upon itself the redemp- 
tion of the National bank notes as they come 
m. but for every dollar of responsibility so 
assumed it has a dollar paid in by the banks. 
The Government neither loses nor gains by 
the change but the people will have the bene- 
fit of a large amount of money now locked 
up ma redemption fund being thrown into 
circuiauon. The Government is simply the 
agent in this matter for the “ private citizens 
of the United States,” who not only owe the 
debt on the National bank notes but have 
supplied the money to pay it. As the bank 
notes come in slowly an unnecessarily large 
fund has been kept locked up in the Treas- 


this deposit tne Government incurs no new 
obligauons, but merely changes its boox- 
keeping by adding an equal amount to its 
assets and its liabilities. The Democrats, 
who are beginning to talk about ‘‘reckiess 
prodigality” and a bankrupt Treasury,” 
may as weil leave this matter of the National 
bank note redemption fund out of their cal- 
culations, since no person intelligent enough 
to comprehend a change in bookkeeping can 
be made to think there will be an addition to 
the burden on taxpayers and a resort to a 
forced loun. 

It is true that as the National bank notes 
find their way into the Treasury and are can- 
celed and destroyed there will be a contrac- 
won which willequal finally in amount the 
volume of money which the Treasury 1s 
about to release. Nevertheless the imme- 
diate effect is a heavy increase of the amount 
of money in circulation, and long before this 
addition to the currency cun be offset or neu- 
tralized by the retirement of bank notes a 
great volume of silver certificates will have 
been poured forth. The purpose in releasing 
the bank note redemption fund is to get an 
immediate expansion of the currency instead 
of waiting for the monthly purchases of 
bull.on and issuance of certificates. The cur- 
rency will de increased immediately to an 
extent that hardiy could be reached inside of 
a year in issuing silver certificates. If this 
policy is to be criticised it certainly does not 
become the currency inflationists to make 
complaint. Congress has tried to give them 
what they want. and with the least possible 
delay. 


SOCIAL PERSONAL ADVERTISING, 

The scheme of gratuitous personal adver- 
tising has been worked hitherto almost ex- 
clusively by actresses and prima donnas, 
For a few weeks prior to the opening of the 
season the public is treated’to a series of ex- 
traordinary sensations ana absurd stories, 
cunningly devised to bait curiosity, and if at 
any time during the season business falls off 
collusion between the manager and his star 
is pretty sure te concoct some thrilling yarn 
calculated to arouse patrons from their 
lethargy and recoup the box office. The pub- 
lic has become so accustomed to this practice 
that it rather enjoys it, and would probabiy 
regard any entertainment unheralded in this 
absurd way as it would a circus without its 
preliminary street parade, 

So long as this scheme was confined to pub- 
lie entertainments it was endurable. The 
public pays its money and can take its choice, 
There are indications now, however, that the 
practice is spreading into society. Fashion- 
able leaders are displaying au activity for 
personal advertising as keen as their sisters 
on the stage. It is not so endurable, how- 
ever, for the latter advertise to benefit their 


gratifying personal vanity. Mrs. Paran 
Stevens and Mrs. Frank Leslie, for instance, 
are prominent leaders mm New York society. 
Mrs, Stevens’ advertisement seems to be the 
chronic loss of her diamonds. She has one 
of the most valuable collections of jewels in 
the country. A few days ago it was an- 
nounced: that she hud lost them at Newport, 
and tne details of the supposed theft were 
set forth with the utmost publicity, in- 
cluding a glowing deseription of their brill- 
iancy and value. After columns ofattragive 
gossip bad been printed about them they 
suddenly turn up in Mrs. Stevens’ bed, under 
her pillows. This, we believe, is the third 
time these diamonds have been lost and 
found. The last ume they disappeared was | 


the loss of these diamonas is getting to be 
tiresome, and the next time they disappear 
it is to be hoped nothing will be heard ot the 
loss, since they are sure to turn up again. 

Mrs. Frank Leslie is a publisher and un- 
derstands the value of advertising. The 
periodical recurrence of the Marquis de 
Neuville story 1s growing as tedious 
as the loss of Mrs. Stevens’ diamonds. 
Whether the Marquis is correct in insisting 
that he will marry the lady or whether she 
is correct in ‘insisting that he won’t marry 
her is alike a matter of publicunconcern, We 
are tired of the Marquis de Neuvlile, and if 
he looks like his pictures he is a creature 
whom no woman of taste would demean her- 
self to recognize, much less to allow her 
name to bé associated with in any way. The 
public doesn’t careastraw whether they 
marry or not, and Mrs. Leslie and her friends 
shoula understand it from that point of view 
and give us a rest from the Marquis de Neu- 
vile. It she is the victim of the fellow’s 
persecutions either se should have him ar- 
rested or hire some brawny fellow to thrash 
him. But whether she is or not the De Neu- 
ville incident is tiresome. And so is all the 
personal social advertising which has come 
to be as inevitable in the fashionable us it is 
in the musical or dramatic season. 


DUTY OF CONGRsSSMEN TO VOTE. 
Speaker Reed’s critic quotes in his article 
in the North American Heview tne following 
old but almost forgotten provision which has 
been one of the ruies of the House ever since 
the beginning of the Government: 


Rule VIII., Clause 1: “Every member shall 
be present within the hall of the House dvring 
its sittings, unless excused or necessarily pre- 
vented; und shati vote on each question Hut, unless 
he bas a direct personal or peouniary interest in 
the event of such question.” 


Members of the House thus are ordered to 
be present during its sessions and to vote on 
questions arising unless excused on account of 
a direct personal or pecuniary interest in 
the pending measure. In that event only, 
owing to a possible conflict between the in- 
terest of the member and that of his constitu- 
ents, he ie permitted to remain silent, 

Congressmen do not sit in the House as 
individuals or citizens but as Representa- 
tives. They speak not for themselves but 
for constituencies. The people behind a Con- 
gressman are not to be made voiceless be- 
cause through whim or neglect or fear of re- 
sponsibility their Representative refuses to 
vote. He cannot plead ignorance of the de- 
sires of his constituents, since it is his bus> 
ness to find out what they want and heis 
paid to perform that duty. If ne fears to take 
the responsibility for a vote one way or the 
other te is unfit to hold aseat in Coagress and 
should resign in order that the office and the 
salary may be given to some one who will at- 
vempt to discharge and not to shirk tne obii- 
gations ofa member of Congress. It is for 
such reasons as these that the House is au- 
thorized to compel the attendance of mem- 
bers and require them to vote. The desixn 
is not only to take tne horse to water but in 
this particular instance to make him drink. 

W bile the rule as to voting was adopted a 
hundred years ago no penalty ever has been 
provided for its violation. Hence it has re- 
mained inoperative. Members have violated 
the rule and refused to vote because no spe- 
cific punishment was provided. Speaker 
Reed’s critic proposes that the House now 
provide that a fine of $50 be inflicted on any 
member who refuses to vote and that he 
shall not be allowed to participate in debate 
until it is paid. This is an excellent sugges- 
tion, out instead of being adopted as a substi- 
tute for the Reed rule t shout be regarded 
as something supplementary and in addition 
thereto. As the Jicview writer says, the $50 
fine wouid, no donbt, prove an effective pun- 
ishment. Frequently there are many rolli- 
calls in a day on different phases of the same 
subject, and a member who should try tododge 
would find the fines growing heavy. In the 
case of a member fined for absenting himself 
without leave it has been held that ne ‘is 
not at liberty to address the Chair or make a 
question of order,’ until “he has paid all 
fees assessed against him.“ Applying the 
same rule to members fined for refusing to 
vote the punishment certainly would be 
made strong enough to cure the evil 

The flue as a remedy for noa-voting would 
cover cases not reached by Speaker Rees 
ruling—those in which the Constitution re- 
quires a two-thirds majority and a vote by 
yeas and nays. In such cases a member at- 
tempting to dodge the roll-cali could be fined, 
while in other instances he could be counted 
tomake upaquorum and his name entered 
on the journal while being subjected to tne 
pecuniary penaity also. If in addition to 
making a count of recusant members and 
putting their names on the journal they 
should be fined for refusing to vote, filibuster- 
ing would be abolished soon and nothing 
more would be heard ef practices which 
make men who sit mute more powerful in 
the House than if they voted. Instead, how- 
ever, of being a substitute for the Reed 
ruling the policy proposed by the eview 
writer would be merely a good addition 
thereto.

THE ALLIANCE IN THE SOUTHERN STATES 

The alliance movement in the Southern 
States is oneof the most noteworthy and 
significant political signs of the times. It 
has been organized by farmers and repre- 
sents the revolt of the yeomanry against 
class and ring rule. Its significance lies in 
this, that in the States where the movement 
is pressed most vigorously the Republicans 
are out of power and have had no hand 
in legislation for years; hence if there is 
a call for reform it grows out of Demo- 
cratic corruptions and abuses. There is no 
race issue in the movement. Its platforms 
contain no indictments of Republhcans. It is 
an uprising of the Democratic rank-and-nile 
against Democratic leaders and rings and 
represents dissatisfacuon with the existing 


State Administrations. . 


What it will be able to accomplish time 
alone can tell, but it certainly is making po- 
litical campaigns in the South virulent as 
well as picturesque. In South Carolina the 
alliance has split the Democratic party fairly 
in twain, although the nomimating conven- 
tion istwo months away yet. The diacus- 
sions of Tillman and Earle are conducted on 
the verge of a volcano, and it needs only a 
pistol shot to start an eruption. Whichever 
side secures the nomination there is likely to 
be a bolt, which might be of advantage to 
the Republicans were it not that the two fac- 
uons, divided on every other issue, are 
united cordially in the determination that 
Republicans shall not vote under any circum- 
stances. In North Uarolina the alliance has 
gained almost complete control in every Con- 
gressional district. In Georgia it has had 
influence enough to force several straight 
out Democratic candidates for Con- 
gress out of the race and probably 
will dictate the nomination for Gov- 
ernor, not, however, without making 
a serious division in the ranks. The opposi- 


tion to the alliance indeed is not as well organ- 


ized as in South Carolina, and the 
outs are in something like a pa 
own candidates are bidding f 
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almost inextricably, though the movement is 
quite recent, not having been initiated until 
after the regular nominations were made. 
In Arkansas the movement differs from 
those in the other Southern States, the Re- 
pubdlicans having ratified the nominations of 
the Whee) or Union Labor party and joined 
with it on a platform demanding a free vote 
and fair count. The combination is a strong 
one, but whether it is strong enough to re- 
deem Arkansas from Bourbon rule is a prod- 
lem. The leaven of discontent is working 
also in Texas. The Dallas Herald says: 


In Texas the so-called “brutal majority” of 
the Democratic party, inspirea and directed as it 
was, was for a long time not without its useful- 
ness with reference to the public policy of the 
State. But it seems that the organization of the 

rty is at length pass into the control of 

esgued forces of gens — in mg one 
common purpose of wie power 
brutal majority to make w of the liberties of 
minorities and the securities of individuals. The 
spirit animating the new régime, which 16 ap- 
purently about to loom up in the name and guise 
of the Texas Democracy, may be after its manner 
an honestly aggressive and reformatory spirit, 
but withal it is essentially a despotic spirit. 


What may be the outcome of this move- 
ment it is difficult to say. At present it can 
be affirmed only that it 1s formiaable and 
that it is a new and significant factor in the 
polities of that section which threatens to 
upset the dominant element of the Bourbons. 
Should it be successful, however, it will 
transfer only the power from one faction of 
Democrats to another, and though the al- 
lances are composed of farmers it will be a 
question of time only when the politicians 
will capture them and use them for their 
own purposes. So far as the negroesiare 
concerned it gives them a rest, ana from this 
point of view they can regard the movement 
with complacency. 


BLAINE’S LETTER TO SENATOR FRYE. 
Secretary Blaine’s letter to Senator Frye 
opposing the offer of a free market to for- 
eign sugar plantations without securing a 
corresponding trade concession in favor of 
the United States 1s calling forth comment 
remarkably varied in its scope. The New 
York Times, which could nos find anything in 
Biaine to approve under any circumstances, 
holds that in his attack on the McKinley bili 
he nas arraigned the protectionist policy of 
the Republican party and got the Republic- 
an Senators into “avery bad mess.” The 
policy of trade reciprocity would command 
the warm approval of the Times if advanced 
by a Democrator Mugwump, but whea urged 
by Mr. Blaine it can conclude: only that he 
regards his career as practically closed,” 
but that he nevertheless takes a malicious 
delight in getting the unfortunate Republic- 
an Senators into “a bad tix.” The New 
York Herald, another free-trade paper, con- 
cludes that Mr. Blaine is wavering in his pro- 
tectionist opinions and “has prepared a dose 
of strychnine for the McKinley bill and 
hopes to deliver the remains to the Coroner 
and the undertaker.“ Unwilling to give any 
Republican credit for favoring liberal trade 
policies the Herald urges Mr. Blaine not to 
stand on the brink, but abandon the Repub- 
tican party entirely and “leap into the flood 
ana be baptized in the rolling Jordan of De- 
mocracy.“ 1 

The Toronto Mail is positive that Mr. Blaine 
“has practically become a free-trader” and 
thinks that the letter to Frye must have 
caused “much wailing and gnashing of teeth 
among the home-market eldbs.“ Curiously 
enough, the St. Louis epublic cannot agree 
with the other free-trade papers in in- 
sisting that Blaine is advocating their 
doctrine. It declares that the letter 
is most insidious”? and proceeds to argue 
that Blaine is now a more astute and dan- 
gerous enemy of free commerce than ever 
before. It contends that he is trying to sat- 
isfy the demand for greater freedom of com- 
merce by reciprocity treaties with Spanish- 
American countries and in this way shunt 
off.” any agitation for freer trade with Ger- 
many and France. Tac St. Paul Pioncer-Press 
holds that if Blaine had advocated in 1884 the 
views he now expresses he would have been 
elected to the Presidency, and as the leader 
in a movement for “American trade for 
American industries he would have deen 
“carried to the White House with such an 
impetus as would have changed his whole 
history and would have affected ours pro- 
toundly.“ 

The Soringfleld Nepubllcan agrees with 
Gen. Francis A. Walker that “there has 
been more pure Chinese-wall talk in this 
country within the last two yearsthan dur- 
ing our whole previous history as a nation.” 
It thinks that a strong reaction is setting in, 
however, and that. as Gen. Walker says, 
“this recent access of jubilant, vehement, 
aggressive, detiant protectionism will prove 
to be a mere passing passion.“ The Aepud- 
lican says there has been no leader for the 
revolt against McKinley’s Chinese-wall doo- 
trine, but intimates that it would find one 
in Mr. Blaine if he would retire from the 
Cabinet and sever all connection with the 
Harrison Administration, 

The New York Press cannot say anything 
better of Mr. Biaine’s proposition than that 
itis very alluring.” It insists that the Mc- 
Kinley bill mast pass as it stands, and after 
the Kastern manufacturers get their extra 
bounties it will be time enough to talk about 
trade reciprocity with Spanish-American 
countries, Other protectionist papers en- 
deavor in the same way to dispose of Blaine 
with faint praise. 

The tendency towards extreme views on 
the tariff question 18 still so strong that any 
one who takes moderate ground is likely to. 
be denounced in turn by the free-traders and 
the ultra protectionists. Mr. Blaine does not 
regard the tariff question as one of principle 
but one of policy, and hence he is willing to 
modify. or change his opinions at any time or 
in any way that would promote American in- 
terests. For this reason be is a puzgzie to the 
extremists on both sides, and it would not be 
strange if within a month the free-traders 
who are now claiming him as a convert may 
be denouncing him as an ultra protectionist.

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Editor Daus of the New York Sun sailed 
Saturday for a e months’ trip in Europe.

Jamestown, N. D., July 2.—[Special.]— 
It will de a startling piece of news to the wheat- 
growers of North Dakota to find out on the eve 
of harvest that no elevator in the State will store 
grain this year. Tuts radical change in the 
handling of the crop has been kept as secret as 
possible. It was determined upon, it is said, 
soon after the law was passed this year which 
makes ali public elevators and warehouses pay 
an annual license of $250 per 1,000 bushels capacity. 
Nine-teoths of the crop of the State has been 
heretofore bought by the elevator companies 
upon the Duluth and Minneapolis quotations. A 
farmer could store his grain in these elevators 
for fifteen days for nothing and keep it in store 
as long as he desired to pay a small fee therefor. 

Now the elevators will refuse this on the 
ground that they are not public elevators, and 
the farmer who is mortgaged to the ears will this 
year be compelled to sell his crop at whatever 
price the company chooses to allow him. In 
most cases this will leave him penniless for the 
winter. The law was supposed to be à reason- 
able one and was in the nature of @ tax not 80 
easy to evade as the old tax-law has proved, but 
the companies, in order to evade it, will resort to 
this sweeping change, which will bring misery on 
most of the wheat-growers of this Stute—a class 
of men having from fifty to 500 acres in grain, 
which represents all they have in the wo and 
hien now promises the first actual return for 
their labor in three years, 

By the pian of forcing private buyers out of 
the small siations and agreeing updén a price 
the principal elevators of the State will have, 
as in the past, absolute control of the enormous 
crop pow heading out. This crop will be 80 
large that the Railroad Commissioners have 
stated that all the railroads combined cannot 
furnish cars to move it one-tenth as fast as re- 
quired. If the elevators line to share it the 
confusion and dismay that will result will be 
something unparalleled. Of course the demand 
for cars will be immensely increased. Farmers, 
having had no notice of the elevators’ action, 
Will not bave time to build bins or warehouses. 
They bave, as a rule, no granaries now and can’t 
ge. money to — for new ones to store 
their own grain 

Many of them bought seed wheat of the ele- 
Vator syndicate organized by Gov. Müller this 

Spring. This wheat was charged for at $1 a 
bushel and a hen taken on the crop, which pre- 
vents the farmer from doing anything with it ex- 
cept to turn it over to the company as soon as 
thrashed. The plan of tile N will result 
j an agricultural panic for this sec of the 

tate. 

The average public elevator of 30,000 bushels 
capacity would be uired to pay as its share of 
State taxation but a year. A conservative 
estimate of the hard wheat yy ield for the State 
for 1890 is 40,000,000 bushels, to say yee Bey 
Oats, barley, rye, and other small grains 
by the same companies.

Wasurneton, D. C., July 20.—[Special.)— 

Southern Congressmen are in a woful state 

over the growth of the farmers’ Alliance. 

Scarcely a district in the South but has a 

Congressional candidate on the alliance plat- 

form, and the prediction is made that the 

next Congress will have at least u dozen 
members chosen by that organizavon. The 

Bourbons claim that it won't make anv dit- 

ference in National politics, because the fight 

is a family one between the alliance and 
non-alliance Democrats. In some cases this 
is true, but in a number of districts the party 
lines wili be so completely broken down that 
the successful members will come to the 

House as Independents, free to support either 

a Republican or Democrat for Speaker, and 

under no obligations to enter either party’s 

caucus. The chances are that a few semi- 

Independents will also come from the 

Northern States, elected by combinations. 

The leaders on both sides feel no absolute 

certainty that the third party element in the 

next House may not hold the balance of 
power and be able to control the organiza- 

tion. The present is the first Congress ia a 

good while without a sprinkling of Inde- 

pendeut members, and such a condition sel- 
dom runs through two’ successive Con- 
gresses. The farmers are getting about 
everything they have asked this year, except 
the absurd Sub-Treasury plan.

OHIO FARMS DECREASING IN VALUE: 
* 
Sigaificant Facts Shown by the Last De- 
cennial Appralkement. 

CLxVvILAN D, O., July 20.—[Special.]—The 
decennial appraisement of the land values of 
Ohio, which has been in progress for several 
weeks, is nearly completed and reports are 
beginning to come in from many sections of 
the State. Without exception they showa 
remarkable decrease in the value of farm- 
ing lands, and there is likely to be consider- 
able difficuity in so arranging the burden of 
State taxation under the new appraisement 
as to raise the necessary revenue without ex- 
citing a vast amount of class feeling and 
creating some decidedly interesting political 
dtversions. f ö 

The increase in wealth as well as the gain 
in population in Ohio since 1880 has been in 
the cities almost exclusively. Hardly a 
county that has no extensive manufacturing 
interests shows any gain in its real estate 
values, while nearly ali the farming counties 
show a very great decrease. The full reports 
are notin from many counties, but enough 
is at hand to jastify the prediction that tne 
high protectionists will have a hard time of 
it explaining to the farmer where his share 
of protection comes in in the face of the 
showing of this appraisement. 

The story of one county from which com- 
plete returns have been received is the story 
of all, with the possibie exceptioa of the 
newer counties in northwestern Onio, where 
the discovery of gas and oil bas had an im- 
portant effect upon land values. 

Wayne County is one of the best agricult- 
ural counties in Ohio. It is one of the 
largest wheat-raising counties in the State, 
ranking third in the last census year. It is 
second in the amount of oats grown, and 
among the first half-dozen counties in che 
number of bushels of potatoes raised. It is 
up to the average as a corn county; is one of 
the dest cattle counties in Ohio, and rapks 
second in the number of pounds of butter 
produced. It is also among we first half 
dozen counties of the State in horse breed- 


ing. 

Five railroads, two of them trunk lines, 
traverse this county. Its northern line is 
less than fifty miles from Cleveland and its 
eastern line about 100 miles from Pittsburg, 
and direct railroad lines run to both cities. 
It is neither very hilly nor flat, but fine, roll- 
ing country, well ‘watered and fertile. 
Yet the real estate valuation in this 
county, which is unquestionably 
one of the best strictly agricultural counties 
in Ohio, decreased from $16,423,680 in 1880 to 
to $14,082,180 in 1800, or 14% percent. As 
there are 368,640 acres in the county this de- 
crease 18 at the rate of nearly $7 per acre. 
The valuation of real estate in Ohio is always 
much below the seliing price, ranging in 
agricuitural counties from 40 to 70 per cent of 
the market value. It is fair to estimate, 
therefore, that a decrease of $7 per acre in 
appraised value is equivalent to a decrease of 
from $12 to $20 per acre in market value. 

Every farmer in Wayne County, if asked 
concerning the matter, would readily say 
that this deduction was reasonabie and that 
the real shrinkage in market value has been 
in some cases even greater than $20 per acre, 
and has in every case ranged from 15 to 30 
per cent in ten years. 

There is not a township in the county that 
does not show a marked decrease, and the

The farmers of the State are beginning to 
interest themselves in politics, and the 
farmers’ societies are growing with un- 
precedented rapidity. The agitation in favor 
of lower salaries in county and State offices 
and of general retrenchment and economy in 
Government expenditure will be very strong 
in the next few years, and some interesting 
political results are likely to grow out of it.

DESIRES COMMERCIAL UNION, 
— — — N 
Fifteen of Its Citizens Here on a Busines 
Trip—Ready to Give Their Trade to the 
United States— Boston's Famous Preach- 


er Finds the School Question the Most 


Popular — Harvard students Are the 
Hastiers in Seattle, Washington. 

The wealthy and powerful Mexican State 
of Sonora desires commercial unity or some 
kind of trade reciprocity with the United 
States, as fifteen of the State’s most prom- 
inent and egergetic citizens, who arrived at 
the Grand Pacific yesterday morning, will 
testify. The party consists of the following 
gentlemen: 

F. M. Aquilar, Hermosella, Prefect for the 
District of Guaymas; F. A. Labodie, Nogales, 
mexican Consul at Nogales, Ari.; M. Mas- 
carefias, Nogales, ranchero; P. Sand- 
oval, Nogales, customs broker; J.

Mr. Nangle, who ie the General Passenger 
and Freight Agent of the Sonora railway 
company, the Mexican feeder of the Santa 
Fé, has charge of tne delegation, the trip 
being under the auspices of the Santa Fe 
railroad. 

% Before the Sonora railway was built,“ 
said Mr. Nangle, all imports came from 
France, Germany, and England by way of 
Capo Horn- About 50 per cent of this trade 
has now been diverted to the United States. 
The Mexican tariff is high, and American 
merchants have to give their lowest prices 
to get this trade. But Mexico is ready for 
reciprocity, and if it is brougut about will 
buy more than the United States will buy of

‘“Sonorais rich in minerals and exports 
wheat, cattle, and hides as well. Guaymas, 
the port on the west coast, bas a magnificent 
harbor, and several steamship lines either 
make it a terminal or a way point. It is just 
north of the great pearl fisheries on the Mex- 
ican coast. 

% R. F. Serrano, who is with us, represents 
the orange-growers of the State of Sonora. 
He intends establishing a house here for the 
importation of these oranges. They are 
sweet and fine and come in just as other va- 
rieties go out, and will fill a decided want in 
the market. — — is represented by 
some of its ranchmen, who are aiso in 
search of a market for their thousands 
of cattle. The district is isolated at present 
from the cattle markets Of the world, the 
natural market being almost entirely denied 
them by the American tariff. But we have 
not come merely to sell. The Santa F6 rail- 
road will introduce these representative 
merchants of Sonora to the Americen ex- 
porters, and demonstrate to them that de- 
spite the bigh Mexican tariff the United 
States can supply them with many. liness of 
merchandise that now.come to them from 
Europe, and at the same or lower prices. 
The railroad ef course expects to reap the 
benefit of the long haul. The saving of 
time between ordering and delivery, as 
against he European merchants, isa weighty 
consideration. 

‘* We remain in Chicago three or four days 
and then go to New York. It is a business 
trip with us—no sight-seeing. We haven't

The fundamental difficulty, boidiy stated, is 
that the clerical party is determined to 
break up the common schools. I do not fear 
for the ultimate result of the conflict.”

If Mr. Green B. Raum shows no partiality 
to his son, these advertisements are mislead- 
ing, but em any view of the case they are 
scandalous.
